PUT DOWN THAT DIRTY VIRTUAL 
HOE AND GROW YOUR OWN REAL CROPS

Do you know where your vegetables come from? 

Unless your veggies are home-grown or come from a local 
farmers’ market, your supermarket tomato travelled up to 4,000 
kms from vine to plate. And do you know how that tomato was 
grown? Was it sprayed with a rainbow of “cides” (herbi, fungi, 
pesti ...) or perhaps ripened with ethylene gas to look fresh? 

Today, there's a gap between food grower and consumer so 
wide you could drive a combine through it. But it doesn't need 
to be that way. In fact, in and around Edmonton it's possible to 
work side-by-side and sponsor local farmers, helping to grow 
and ultimately eat the freshest and healthiest vegetables avail 
able, In other words, it’s a chance for city-folk to experience real 
farming, dirt and all. So take that, Farmville! 

The idea is called community supported agriculture (CSA) 
Essentially, you buy a share in a farmer's crops and commit to 
a set amount of time on the farm, helping with weeding, plant 
ing, and harvesting. It's like investing in the crop market, with 
the dividends being a weekly basket of freshly-picked, locally- 
grown, and chemical-free vegetables delivered to a central lo 
cation, sometimes even available to be picked and packed with 
your own two hands. 

Since 1994, Yolande Stark and her husband Ron have done 
CSA at Tipi Creek Farm, 59 acres of plain, pasture, and natural 
forest nestled on the south bank of the Sturgeon River, north 
west of Edmonton near Villeneuve. She decided that Tipi Creek 
should be shared, both as a slice of pastoral nature near the big 
city and as a way to provide fresh and healthy food to all 

"People want good food. They want to know where it comes 
from and howit’s handled. And that’s what we can do for them,” 
Stark says, adding that she’s proud that her farm, while not cer- 
lified organic, has always been chemical-free. “And as a farmer, 
I don't put a seed in the ground that I don’t know where it's going 
to go. I know that it's going to go for the CSA and that the pro- 
duce is already paid for. That's better than crop insurance.” 

This year, the cost of a working share at Tipi Creek — that is, 
a share that includes time spent at the farm helping with the 
crops — is $600, with a non-working share running $100 more 
Just like any investment, that seed money, so to speak, can ei- 
ther result in a bumper crop or a natural disaster — you help to 
assume the risk of a failed crop (be it from draught, insects, or 
even a tornado). But you also have a stake in any bounty. 

And that bounty can be whatever is flourishing, which Stark 
says at Tipi Creek is “pretty much everything that grows in Al- 
berta.” She offers Aug. 19, 2009 as an example of peak season 
variety: that week her members took home a basket loaded with 
beans, beets, cabbage, carrots, cucumbers, choragi, two type of 
lettuce, green onions and cooking onions, potatoes, squash, zuc~ 
chini, basil, dill, parsley, and radishes. 

But is a CSA share more expensive than buying trucked-in 
vegetables at the supermarket? Sometimes, yes. But Stark in- 
sists the price is both fair and realistic, adding that a typical bas- 
ket will feed two vegetarians or a family of four that eats a lot 
of veggies.

“The beauty of CSA is that in many ways it's a fair trade, like 
we have fair trade coffee and sugar,” she says. “We get a fair 
wage for our work and the consumers get well-grown vegetables 
and they pay a fair price for them.” 

And many people agree, like 17-time CSA share-member 
Joanne Olafson, She gets the bulk of her family's summer veg- 
gies from Tipi Creek Farm and is proud to that her money buys 
not only great vegetables, but also goes towards supporting an 
independent local farm 

“The quality of food that we want, that's what we need to sup: 
port,” Olafson says. “We need to buy from the people that make 
that quality of food.” 

Last year, Anita Gregoire started an Edmonton based CSA 
called On Borrowed Ground and created esaalberta.com, an on- 
line resource promoting CSAs 

Gregoire sees the possibilities of an Edmonton that can sus- 
tain itself through CSA, without relying on imported food. 

“A lot of people are interested in the concept of the ‘urban 
farm," Gregoire says. “Because we have such a short season, it 
is tough for us. At the same time, why in the middle of summer 
do we have to eat carrots from southern California when we 
could be eating carrots from our own backyard? To me it doesn’t 
make any sense.” 

For many like Olafson, eating locally produced food is a signif- 
icant way to reduce their personal environmental impact. And 
you can’t get much more local than Gregoire's CSA, which is 
literally located in the backyards of Edmonton. 

“I borrow other people's gardens and grow crops on them,” 
Gregoire explains, estimating that on average her produce trav- 
els a mere 15 km, which might as well be zero when compared 
to four-digit travel figures. “I couldn't produce enough crops on 
my backyard for myself and my own family, so I borrow other

people's gardens and produce a lot of vegetables.” 

Gregoire has noticed that people are also interested in the 
learning aspect. Typically, a CSA member is required to help 
with the crop, something that might seem inconvenient to 
some. (Like, you're making me pay and hoe?) However, work 
ing alongside an experienced gardener like Gregoire is a chance 
to pick up growing tips and tricks. 

“The people that | have right now, don't think anyone would 
have gone for a non-working share,” Gregoire says. “They're 
interested as much in the education factor as they are the veg 
etable factor.” 

That's part of the appeal that has drawn Olafson and the other 
CSA regulars back season after season. 

“Part of the price is to help out with the labour, at least four 
times a year. But it's almost like they let us come out and do it, 
it’s really a joy to go out there,” Olafson says. 

The CSA concept has proven to be popular, but just not in 
Alberta, 

Yet 

“In California there are 500 (CSA‘s), in B.C. there are 200, in 
Alberta there are 10,” estimates Gregoire “So we're just a baby 
in the process. But | thought: if we're going to get any bigger, we 
need to advertise collectively.” 

For consumers like Olafson, the perspective and food-knowl- 
edge she's gained through CSA is worth the admission price, 
dirty work and all. 

“There is a growing movement of knowing where your food's 
from,” adds Olafson, “But the bulk of people still think that the 
food is at the store. They think it must be good and it must be 
safe just because it's there or they wouldn't have it. That's pretty 
naive.”

Jean Giant GWG Gets Its Due 


GWG LIVES ON, BUT ONLY IN AN 
ONLINE HISTORY COMPILED BY 
THE ROYAL ALBERTA MUSEUM

At its peak, it was one of Edmonton 
and Alberta's great success stories, a 
homegrown clothing product loved 
by the locals and popular around the 
country. But for many Edmontonians 
who grew up in the 1970s, GWG may 
best be remembered for one of the 


| most painfully unhip clothing names 


of all time — George W. Groovy. 
Today, George W. Groovy jeans, 
and everything made by the Great 
Western Garment company — GWG 
— exist only with collectors, the once 


| proud name now just a footnote in 


€dmonton history. 
For those unfamiliar with the brand 


| and the story, the Royal Alberta Mu 


seum is offering comprehensive look 
at the rise and fall of the garment 
manufacturer — and you don't even 


| have to goto the museum to see it 


Piece by Piece: The GWG Story 
went live June 9, at www.royalalber- 
tamuseum.ca. 

Cathy Roy, the curator of Western 


| Canadian history at the RAM, acted 


as project manager for the GWG site, 
backed by a $125,000 grant from the 


| federal government project, Virtual 
| Museum of Canada. There were a lot 


of “technical hurdles” to an exhibit 
produced with VMC money, like 
French translation, design approval, 
even colours, but after two years of 
work, Roy is thrilled with the fin- 
ished product 

‘I'm really proud of it, because it’s 
so deep,” Roy says, “You can go lay 
ers and layers deep into the history. 

Virtual exhibits “reach the world 
says Roy. “The French aspect reach 
es a whole audience we don't nor 
mally attract to museum exhibits. 
There is longevity as well; the exhibit 
is contracted to stay online for five 
years, as opposed to less than a year 
for a museum exhibit 

In an online world, museums like 
the RAM are increasingly putting 
their exhibitions online for the world 
to see, The RAM has 13 online ex 
hibits, going back to some of its past 
blockbusters like Anno Domini 

“Part of our mandate is to give 
access to our collections, to our re 
search, to as many Albertans as pos: 
sible,” says Todd Crawshaw, commu 
nications coordinator with the RAM. 
Crawshaw disputes the notion put 
forward by a local gossip columnist 
that the museum has been “reduced” 
to doing online exhibits. 

“It's just another avenue for us to 
let people see what our good work is 
about.” 

The story of GWG — compiled pre 
dominantly by former museum cu 
rator Catherine Cookson — begins in 


| Edmonton in 1911, when it was found- 


ed by, among other businesspeople, 
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GWG emphasized workwear in this ad. | (OURTESY WESTERN CANADIAN HISTORY COLLECTION, RAM 


Alberta's first premier, Alexander C 
Rutherford. Beginning with seven 
employees, who were unionized 
within months, the company grew 
quickly to more than 100 workers in 
its first year of operation. By the Sec 

ond World War, GWG was the largest 
workwear manufacturing cornpany 
in Canada and, it is believed, in the 
British Empire, back in the days 
when the British Empire was a very 
big deal, From 1917-53, the factory 
was located on 97th Street and 103rd 


Avenue, When it moved to a ne 





cation in 1953, it was believed to be 
the largest garment factory on the 
continent, employing 750 people 

By 1961, GWG clothing could be 
found in 5,500 locations across the 
country. The company introduced a 
number of popular brands, like Cow: 
boy Kings (later changed to GWG 
Kings), and Red Strap. GWG was an 
innovative company; in the 1960s, 
to counter the ban on wearing jeans 
in schools — seriously, jeans were 
banned — the company introduced 
coloured denim pants. Its lasting 
contribution to jean culture was the 
creation of pre-washed denim that 
eliminated the need to wash the stiff 
jeans dozens of times just to make 
them wearable. Called Scrubbies, 
they were the most successful line 
in GWG history, and the site includes 
an interview with Scrubbies creator 
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Don Freeland. Future hockey leger 
Wayne Gretzky's first endorsemer 
deal was with GWG. 

With 950 operators working d. 
and night shifts, it was one of t 
largest companies in Alberta. Spe 
was of the essence at GWG. By ti 
time the plant closed, it could manu 





facture a pair of jeans in just seve 
and a half minutes. 

Jeans giant Levi bought controlling | 
interest in GWG in 1961, but the Levi 
mode of operation and the way GW( 
did business wasn't always a goc 
fit, Roy says. Before Levi took over 
salesmen had no ceilings on the 





commission, meaning a particular! 
good salesman could make mo: 
money than a manager. Levi put an 
end to that, Levi shut down GWG fc 
good in 2004, putting nearly SO 
people out of work. 

Roy says the end of GWG is an ex 
ample of the impact of globalization 
the idea that “we should be produc 
ing everything as cheaply as possible 
without thinking of the other costs. 
like destroying a local industry." 

Ironically, with the antipathy to 
wards globalization growing, and tl 
trend towards buying local, a com 
pany like GWG could be a major suc 
cess today, But instead, George W 
Groovy, and his lesser known sibling, 
Grace W. Groovy, have faded, like 3 
pair of favourite jeans, into history.

HOMELESS DESERVE TO BE REMEMBERED | 





The Edmonton Arts Council has approved 
a request to spend $35,815 on a memorial. 
But this is not just any memorial. 

The subject of the artwork? The home- 
less. More specifically, homeless people who 
have died on the streets. 

Judging from the vociferous reaction from 
the right-wing media outlet in Edmonton, 
and the mostly anonymous opinion sewers 
onthe web, this is an outrage. Spending 
money on a memorial to bums and hobos? 
You've got to be kidding. 

But it's no joke. The Edmonton Arts Coun- 
cil received 12 applications for grants this 
year for public art. The independent judging 
committee gave the OK to four, including 
eight pieces of art on aboriginat'healing 
for the University of Alberta, a couple of 
murals for the Riverdale Community League 
building, and something called a “sculptural 
gathering place” (huh?) for Donnan Park. 
Butiit's the memorial to the homeless that 
has gamered the headlines, and this is not 
abad thing. 

A mural on Riverdale Community League 
hall might get people in the community 


talking, but the larger community will not 

even know it exists. But a memorial to the 
homeless who have died? That's a conver- 
sation starter. 

We're long past the stage where we 
expect art to be a pretty picture. And there's 
fo reason why we have to limit the subject 
of our public memorials to great people, 
like the Winston Churchill statue in Churchill 
Square (who looks a little like a hobo). 

Amemorial to the homeless is not a 
tribute to them, nor an endorsement of 
homelessness as a lifestyle choice, The 
Edmonton Coalition on Housing and 
Homelessness, the community group that 


proposed the memorial, wants the sculpture | 


to “convey the humanity — and loss of it — 
thatis central to this issue” 

It's easy to laugh at the idea of a memo- 
rial to bums. But as a society, is it really so 
bad to memorialize those of us who have 
not been so lucky in life, those of us for 
whom life has dealt a lousy hand? Public 
sculptures should not be the exclusive 
preserve of great men or noble deeds. Let's 
hope the finished work lives up to its ideals.

Hey, Folks, ALL Oil Is Dirty

I like to think of myself as a good 
environmental citizen. I recycle, pick 
up garbage around my block, walk 
when I can instead of drive (within 
reason), turn the heat down during 
the winter (just ask my sons). I'm 
trying to do my bit 

But what about this ‘dirty oil’ I've 
been hearing so much about? You 
know the stuff from the oil/tar sands 
from up Fort McMurray way. (Sup- 
porters call them oilsands, detractors 
call them tar sands. This is just like 
the pro-life/pro-choice semantics.) 
Last week, a cosmetic firm called 
Lush got a lot of media play by hay: 
ing their staff wear oil barrels (actu- 
ally cardboard made to look like oil 
barrels) to protest the oilsands and 
proclaim their well-thought-out op- 
position to dirty oil. Around the same 
time, the city council of Bellingham, 


Wash. voted in favour of “promoting 
energy alternatives for fossil fuels, 
and in particular, Canadian tar sands 
sources.” 

This got me to thinking — how 
does one go about avoiding the use 
of ‘dirty oil’? Do you pull up to the 
local Esso station and choose ‘non- 
dirty’ gas? When I get an oil change, 
can | ask the Mr. Lube guys to use 
‘non-dirty’ oil? How can I get on this 
no-dirty-oil bandwagon? 

So, | called Edmonton author, 
consultant, researcher and all-round 
brainiac Satya Das, author of the 
counter-intuitively titled Green Oil, 
and asked him how a city like the 
above mentioned Bellingham would 
go about purchasing non-dirty oil. 

“It's really easy,” Das told me 

Seriously? Do tell. 

“Basically, if you're a city, you 
check with whoever your contracted 
supplier is — that means you can't fill 
up with any gas station. You're going 
to have to arrange to buy your fuel 
as a city through a fuel provider who 
will guarantee that the oil only comes 
from Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Iran, or 
Venezuela, or one of the other lead- 
ing democracies, such as Canada.” 

Oh, he was being sarcastic. Hard to 
tell over the phone. 

Das, who knows his oil facts the 
way | know my Simpsons trivia 


(guess who has been making better 
use of his time?), says the North 
American refinery market is so inte 
grated, he doesn't know if there even 
is a refinery that doesn't use some 
oilsands oil 

Stuff mined from the oilsands 
comes out as bitumen, which is 
then upgraded to synthetic crude 
oil, which is then refined into a wide 
range of petroleum products. There 
are no labels attached to that bottle 
of Penzoil you bought saying: May 
Contain Dirty Oil. So, good luck to 
you if you want to use an oil prod 
uct that doesn’t have some oilsands 
input. 

According to Das, the whole is 
sue of dirty oil has been blown way 
out or proportion. Das says oilsands 
production is only “10 per cent more 
dirty at the production phase than 
all other oil,” and that 90 per cent of 
the greenhouse gas emissions com 
ing from that barrel of oil are going 
to come out of a tailpipe of a vehicle 

For those advocating that the oil 
sands be shut down, Das says they 
should give their heads a shake 
The oil sands are the world’s largest 
oil reservoir, and even if Albertans 
decided to shut down the entire oil- 
sands project, the rest of the world 
wouldn't let us.

“Are we naive enough to think that 
the rest of the world is going to leave 
the world’s largest oil reservoir alone, 
and not try to get any of it out?” 
Hmmm, would we see U.S. tanks 
rumbling down Hwy. 63? 
Das finds the whole dirty oil debate 
“pointless and disheartening, 
“Nobody makes the link that we 
are the oil security of the democratic 
world.” 


And it’s too late now to convince 
the world that the oilsands are not 
the environmental Armageddon that 
they've been made out to be. The Al 
berta government and the oil indus- 
try have “comprehensively lost” the 
public relations war. 

The campaign against dirty oi] has 
been “spectacularly successful,” and 
it's now time to focus on solutions, 
and not fight PR wars. 

“They shouldn't even try to fight 
the public relations war. You can't 
convince people; all you can do is 
take action that is convincing — ac- 
tion on the tailing ponds, action on 
solid regulation, action on water use, 
action on better emission controls. 

“You need to set a strong regulato 
ry framework, you need to make best 
practices mandatory, and you have to 
show your progress that way.” 

Das says Canada will soon become 
the world's No. 1 oil power, the first 
time a democracy has held that title. 
That puts the onus on Alberta to de 
velop the oil sands sustainably, and 
in “a framework of environmental 
stewardship. 

“It's not a matter of being the best 
in the world, it's a matter of being the 
best for the world.” 

Das done his homework — hell 
he's done everyone's homework 
and while he has the right to mock 
the misguided souls at Lush, he 
doesn't. In fact, he has nice things 
to say about anybody who wants to 
form an opinion on anything in this 
lemming-like province_ 


"You know what? They (the Lush | 


people) are forming an opinion from 
what they know, and they're acting 
on it. I say good for you” — although 
he would love to sit down for a little 
chinwag with the Lush people.

For some people, solving the whole what-do- 
you-want-to-be-when-you-grow-up puzzle can 
be a lifelong mystery 

To Edmonton-born Chandra West, the 
matter was crystal clear. 

“I wanted to be an actor,” she says with 
out hesitation. 

And 20 years into a prolific career as a 
film and television actress, she’s remained 
passionately committed to her craft: from ear 
ly roles in corny horror flicks (Puppet Masters 
4 and 5), through a'stretch of characters des- 
tined to premature death (including roles on 
CSI, NYPD Blue, and opposite Val Kilmer in 
The Salton Sea), and into her latest project, 
highly anticipated ABC series The Gates. 

Centred in a perfect-by-design gated 
community, The Gates has been described as 
Twilight meets Desperate Housewives. The 
upscale mountain ‘hood gets a new chief of 
police, fresh from Chicago; he and his family 
roll up to their fancy new digs and the rest will 
be television history. 

Over the phone from her hotel room 
in Shreveport, Louisiana, where she’s been 
shooting on location since late March, West 
explains, “Everything is very exclusive and 
people are affluent; everything's picture per- 
fect. [But] he realizes shortly after moving in 
that things aren't quite as idyllic as they would 
seem to be.” 

Yeah, that might be because of the vam- 
pires. Or maybe the werewolves. Co-existing 
with the regular-Joe population of The Gates is 
a number of night creatures and outsiders liv- 
ing discreetly among the norms. Count West's 
character, Devon, among these: she runs a day 
spa in the community but also happens to be 
a witch. 

“[Devon] is someone who feels that she's 
been wronged by some of the people in the 
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town, She's got a bit of an axe to grind; she’s 
looking for a little payback,” West says. "She's 
not necessarily using her powers for good, let's 
put it that way.” 

It's a role West is especially suited for ac 
cording to longtime friend and colleague An 
drew Miller. 

“It's a show where the circumstances are 
a little heightened because of the supernatu- 
ral elements and someone like Chandra just 
makes that feel very grounded and believable, " 
Miller says 

A Los Angeles-based writer who has 
worked with Warner Bros., the CW and Mira- 
max, Miller met West in the early '90s when 
both were living in Toronto working as actors. 
They've been close ever since 

But it wasn’t until two years ago that the 
pair finally got to work together. The oppor- 
tunity came while Miller was directing web 
series Imaginary Bitches, later nominated for 
a Daytime Emmy. 

“| jumped at the chance to write a part for 
[Chandra] and then direct her. It was fantas- 
tic,” Miller says. 

He's an ardent admirer of West's acting 
skills, lauding her professionalism and com- 
mitment 

“She is an amazing actress. She draws 
you in because she’s so incredibly beautiful 
but you end up staying in and being captivated 
by how incredibly real she is,” Miller explains. 
“[ think she brings a sense of reality and a 
grounded quality to everything she does; you 
just automatically believe her, which is a very 
rare gift.” 

West's flair for performance manifested 
itself early on. The youngest of nine children, 
she was born prematurely on the last day of 
1970 and quickly became the large family’s 
darling, At age five, she enrolled in ballet 





classes. 

“| know it was my idea, not my parents,” 
she laughs. “My parents were always pretty 
cool that way, they never shoved me into any 
thing. Otherwise I'm sure I'd probably be a 
mess.”

Around this time, West's modelling led 
her into doing commercials and the acting 
bug bit hard. At 17, she enrolled in Oxford 
University's summer theatre program where 
her ambitions solidified. As soon as she gradu 
ated high school, West moved to Montreal to 
attend theatre school at Concordia 

Acting was a natural fit, says Edmonton's 
Dan West of his sister who is 12 years his ju- 
nior. On top of her innate ability, West's strong 
personality is suited to navigating the ups and 
downs of show biz; Dan points to a tough 
competitive streak, honed by growing up in a 
madhouse. 

“The dinner table was a big competition. 
If you were really hungry and you wanted 
seconds, you had to go fast. It was like a food 
frenzy,” he jokes. 

Like any big brother, Dan likes to poke 
fun. And though seeing her in romance scenes 
can be understandably awkward, he's sincerely 
proud of his little sis. 

“She's not afraid of anything. She just 
gets in there and does it. She goes for it and if 
she wants it she'll get it. She's a strong person.

primary theme of the musical Rent 
relevant throughout its 15-year his- 
tory. The decision to live the lean 
creative life versus selling out to a 
corporate master is indeed one many 
artists continually face, and the story 
is told and retold in any artistic so 
ciety. 

And is one borne out in this local 
production of Rent, by the sermi- 
professional production company 
with the longest name in Edmonton, 
Two One Way Tickets To Broadway. 
Director Martin Galba and musical 
director David Wilson are careful to 
state that despite the many societal 
changes in the past 15 years, most 
notably 9/11, improved AIDS treat 
ments and greater tolerance for ho- 
mosexuality, Rent is anything but a 
period piece.

Art has a way of entangling itself 
with memory. The harmonies of 
a certain song might draw up bit- 
tersweet playbacks of old summer 
flings, an oil painting's thick texture 
ould call to mind the smell of your 
grandmother's bread dumplings and 
a photograph of a childhood haunt 
can conjure up the face of a long-lost 
best friend. Like it or not, art often 
becomes saturated with personal 
recollections: those of the artist, 
those of the owner, and those of the 
viewer. 

For Edmonton-based artists Nola 
Cassady and Ryan McCourt, this no. 
tion lays loosely under Sights to See, 
the latest exhibit at their downtown 
gallery Common Sense. 

‘We were talking about the nature 
of a collection of art that spans over 
peoples’ lifetimes and represents dif- 
ferent personal things in their lives. 
So we started looking at our collec- 
tion in a different way. It's kind of 
the everyday person's art collection,” 
explains Cassady over the phone. 

On the surface, it's a selection of 
landscapes from the married cou- 
ple's personal collection; scratch that 
lightly and you'll discover deeper, 
personal themes that tie the pieces 
together. 

From vibrant vintage Japanese 
woodblock prints originally pur- 
chased by Cassady’s grandmother, 
to Rob Willms’ stark line sketches of 
the alleyway behind the gallery and 
McCourt’s own scenic brass sculp- 
tures hewn of Goodwill-bin rescue 
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Powerscourt Blue in Green, by Nola Cassady. | PHOTO SUPPLIED 


ornaments reworked into new life, 
the show is at once a broad roundup 
of local and international artists and 
4 subtle narrative of Cassady and 
McCourt's life together to date 

As McCourt guides me through 
the gallery, it's hard not to be struck 
by this undercurrent. Here, the Ter 
ry Fenton painting McCourt gave 
Cassady as a traditional paper gift 
on their first wedding anniversary 
there, part of a dreamy Cassady 


series depicting the gardens of Ire 


land's Powerscourt Estate, visited 
by the couple on their honeymoon 
and finally, in true fairytale fashion 


a small McCourt photo acquired by 
Cassady through the U of A’s BFA 
auction close to the time the two first 
met 

The concept of subjective mean 
ing really wowed Cassady during a 
visit to the former Henry Clay Frick 
House in New York City, now an art 
museum housing the Frick Collec 
tion while preserving the atmosphere 
of the original family home. It was 
there in the Living Hall that she saw 
Giovanni Bellini’s St. Francis in the 
Desert, just hanging there 

“You walk into the living room and 
there's a big lumpy velvet chester 
field; behind it is this painting that 
you've learned about in art history 
class,” says Cassady. “It's how these 
people lived, they had these major 
pieces of art just hanging up, hang: 
ing out with them in their everyday 
lives. | was really struck by that — 
they're not just decorations for your 
house, they're part of your life.” 

This idea is echoed on Common 
Sense’s gallery walls, albeit on a 
smaller scale. Part of Cassady and 
McCourt's everyday life, the art is 
infused with the couple's personal 
memories and, as always, those of 
its creators and appreciators. But for 
those as yet unacquainted, they're 
landscapes, Sights to See, memories 
to be created and images to be inter 
preted anew.

Flipping The Off Switch On Sex 








I'm a woman in my 20s, and I've 
been dating the love of my life for 
two years now. We are incredibly 
happy except for — guess! — 

have different sex drives. When 
we first started dating, I initiated 
sex all the time and enjoyed it, 
but as soon as I started on birth 
control, my libido evaporated. 
After a nightmarish year of try- 
ing different methods, arguing 
with doctors, and hurt feelings, 

1 decided that it wasn't worth it, 
and we've stopped using any hor- 
monal birth control (we're using 
condoms) 

But months later, I still have 
almost no interest in sex or 
masturbation. We have sex once 
or twice a week, but it's physi- 
cally boring. I put on my game 








face and endure it. I enjoy pleas- 
ing him, but it does nothing for 
me. It hurts him that I am not 
interested in sex and that he can't 
arouse or please me. I want us to 
have a healthy sex life, because I 
love him and he's worth it. Could 
this still be the birth control? Did 
1 somehow flip the OFF switch? 
Please help, Dan. My doctors are 
all sex-negative and don't see the 
problem, and | want to enjoy sex 
again. 

Not Horny, Not Happy 


Your problem doesn't sound like a 
case of differing sex drives, NHNH, 
but like. a healthy sex drive that's 
been derailed. 

“Birth control pills can decrease sex- 
ual desire if they substantially lower 
testosterone levels,” says Cindy M 
Meston, PhD, professor of clinical 
psychology at University of Texas at 
Austin and author of Why Women 
Have Sex. “The pill supplies a steady 
dose of hormones, so that the body 
stops producing its own unsteady, 
cyclical dose.” The pill keeps your es- 
trogen level high in order to prevent 
ovulation, while also “increasing 
the sex-hormone-binding globulin 
(SHBG), which binds to testosterone, 
thus blocking it from being ‘read’ by 


the body.” 
Testosterone plays a huge role in 
female libido, and blocking testos- 
terone doesn't do your libido any fa- 
vours. And while most women who 
experience a severe drop in libido on 
the pill bounce back a few months af- 
ter they stop taking it, some women 
aren't so lucky. 

“One well-regarded researcher, Irwin 
Goldstein, found that after stopping 
the pill, SHBG remained high in 
some women and testosterone levels 


“She needs a good doctor to monitor 
her closely, as too much testosterone 
causes bad side effects in women — 
side effects like facial hair growth.” 

L also shared your e-mail with Deb 
by Herbenick, PhD, sexual-health 
educator at the Kinsey Institute and 
author of Because It Feels Good, and 
she feels there's a chance your prob- 
lem isn't hormonal 

“In working with people, what I more 
often have found — and wrote about 
in my book — is something I call a 





And COD, like SHBG, can flip your 
libido’s off switch. So what do you do 
if COD's the issue? 

“She should work with her partner,” 
says Herbenick. “Talk about the situ- 
ation, acknowledge that sometimes 
she doesn’t want sex, or that type of 
sex.” Herbenick believes a temporary 
“ban on intercourse” — or taking 
“vaginal off the menu,” as I've rec- 
ommended in similar circumstances 
— “can help couples learn to touch 





each other again with pleasure.”

didn't go back up,” says Meston. “It's 
not common, but it could explain this 
woman's situation. The best thing for 
her would be to go to a gynecologist, 
urologist, or endocrinologist who 
specializes in sexual medicine (make 
sure they actually know what the hell 
they're measuring) and have all her 
reproductive hormones measured. 
If she’s low in testosterone, she can 
take testosterone supplements.” 
That means you'll have to fire 
your current sex-negative doctors, 
NHNH, and find yourself some new, 
sex-positive ones — and you'll have 
to stick with them 





‘cycle of dread.’ | know that sounds 
“magazine-y’ but it’s the best way I 
can think of to describe it, and this 
woman seems to epitomize it.” 

A cycle of dread — let's call it COD 
— can kick in when someone keeps 
having sex she doesn’t want to have, 
or isn't enjoying, because she feels 
she must. 

“Sometimes, it works out all right — 
once they start going, it feels better.
